BILL SUMMARIES: 2009 BILLS ENACTED IN 2010
(Avery) Rename the Commission on MexicaAmericans

LB 139 changes the name of the Commission on Meydeaericans to the
Commission on Hispanic-Americans.

The committee amendment changes the name of then@&sion on Mexican-
Americans to the Commission on Latino-Americans.

Any money remaining in the Commission on Mexicaneficans Cash Fund on the
effective date of this act will be transferred he Commission on Latino-Americans
Cash Fund, which is created.

LB 279

(Avery) Require notification to military installations regarding development
of real property

LB 279 requires municipalities and counties to mewotification to a military
installation which is located within its jurisdioti regarding any development of
property which may affect the military installation

The municipality or county will deliver the notiéiion of the development to the
official in charge of the installation. The notditon will include the name of the
property owner, the location of the developmerd, adescription of the type of
development.

The committee amendment strikes the original sextd the bill and replaces them
with the following provisions:

When a city or county is considering the adoptioaroendment of a zoning
ordinance or approval of the platting or replattrigny development of real estate,
the city or county will notify any military instation located in the city or county if
the city or county has received a written requassdich notification from the military
installation. The county or city will deliver tmetification at least ten days prior to
the meeting in which the proposal is to be consler

LB 325

(Nelson) Change provisions relatingtelections

LB 325 makes several changes to the Election Aditjding changes to provisions
relating to when voters receive provisional bajlthte duties of an election
commissioner or county clerk when information ereed that a voter has moved,
and where candidates for city and villages offféescandidate filing forms.
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The amendment strikes all of the original sectemsinserts the following new
provisions:

If the name of a registered voter does not appedreprecinct list due to error, the
election commissioner or county clerk will designahether the voter is entitled to a
regular ballot or a provisional ballot. Currenttye poll worker makes the correction
in the precinct list and allows the voter to reeeawregular ballot.

Similarly, if a registered voter moves to a newd&sce within the same county and
precinct but the voter registration register daggeflect that move, the election
commissioner or county clerk will designate whethervoter is entitled to a regular
ballot or a provisional ballot. Currently, the @ots allowed to complete a new voter
registration application to update his or her asklend is then allowed to receive a
regular ballot.

When an election commissioner or county clerk k&seinformation that a registered
voter has moved, the election commissioner or galatk will update the voter
registration register to indicate the voter mayehanoved. Currently, the law requires
the election official to immediately update theeratgistration record.

For candidates running for city or village officdse candidate filing form will be
filed with the election commissioner or county kleCurrently, these offices file with
the city or village clerk.

Finally, the amendment changes the language dorinevhen a person is challenged
on eligibility to vote based on age to make it cstesit with the voter registration
form.

The bill was further amended on Select File toifslavhen a provisional ballot
will be counted. The amendment also clarifies thatelection commissioner or
county clerk will implement the policy on the desagjon of ballots uniformly
throughout the county.

LB 475

(Stuthman) Change duties of county agptroller and create office of auditor

LB 475 eliminates the position of county comptrolldn current law, any county
having a population over 300,000 inhabitants dfeae a county comptroller. The
county clerk is designated as the county comptrolle

The committee amendment strikes the original sestad the bill and replaces
them with the following provisions:

In any county in which a metropolitan class cityosated, the elected position of
county comptroller is created. The county comfaravill act as the chief
auditing officer, internal auditor, and have geharaliting authority over all
officers of the county. No person will seek nontiowa or appointment for the
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office of county comptroller, nor serve in that aajy, unless he or she has been
issued a certificate of certified public accountaythe Board of Public
Accountancy.

The county clerk will serve as the ex officio counbmptroller until the county
comptroller is elected in 2010. The county comlfgrawill be elected on the
statewide general ballot in 2010 and each foursyttaareafter. The county
comptroller will be elected on a partisan ballot.

The county comptroller need not be a resident ®fcthunty when he or she files
for election, but a county comptroller will resigtethe county when he or she
holds office.

The county comptroller will execute a bond in a suwhless than $1000 to be
fixed by the county board.

Sections 23-1402, 23-1403 and 23-1404, dealing eitles of the county
comptroller, are outright repealed because theyatoeluties which are
duplicative of the duties of the county clerk.

The bill was amended on General File. The follap@amendment replaces the
committee amendment and becomes the bill:

The amendment provides that in any county in whiciity of the metropolitan
class is located, the county board will providedarappointed, internal auditor
who reports directly to the board.

The auditor will examine all books and recordslbékected or appointed county
offices in accordance with the generally acceptageghment auditing standards.

After an audit, the auditor will report to the bdand the official whose office
was subject to the audit, the fiscal conditionhatttoffice.

With the amendment, the county comptroller willlanger act as the internal
auditor for the county.

The act becomes operative on January 1, 2011.

LB 512

(Lautenbaugh) Change airport zoning mvisions relating to the regulation
of airport hazards

LB 512 amends the Airport Zoning Act to providetteery political subdivision that
has adopted a comprehensive plan and zoning remgl@nd has an airport hazard
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area within the area of its zoning jurisdictionhadiopt airport zoning regulations for
the airport hazard area. These regulations wiitriee minimum regulations as
prescribed by the Department of Aeronautics.

LB 550

(Avery) Change provisions relatingd Military Department personnel and
provide peace officer powers to National Guard nmabers

LB 550 changes provisions relating to Military Detpgent personnel. With LB
550, the Military Department will consist of the jathnt General in the minimum
grade of lieutenant colonel, one deputy adjutanegd, a chief of staff of the
Military Department or deputy director with a mirum grade of colonel, one
assistant director for Nebraska Emergency ManageAgency, and other
officers and enlisted personnel in the number aadegas prescribed by the
United States Department of the Army and Departroétiie Air Force personnel
documents.

The chief of the National Guard Bureau will appartnited States property and
fiscal officer who will hold the minimum grade oblonel. The Governor will
nominate one or more officers for the position raf@nsultation with the Adjutant
General.

LB 550 extends law enforcement authority the Netadgational Guard members
serving in federal Title 32 United States Codeustat It also extends law
enforcement authority to National Guard membersifather states and
territories that come to the aid of Nebraska. €nfty, National Guard members
have law enforcement authority while on state a&ctiuty orders in a state status.

The bill requires the Governor to specifically greaw enforcement authority and
provides the ability to limit it when necessaryurfently this authority is granted
automatically upon a call to state active duty.
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LB 280

SUMMARIES: 2009 BILLS ON GENERAL FILE IN 2010

(Avery) Create the Commission on Military Afairs

LB 280 creates the Commission on Military Affaireieh will work with local, state,
and federal officials to develop and implement@gehensive plan to support the
best interests of the military assets of Nebragskialae nation.

The commission will be composed of five membeduiing the Adjutant General.
The Governor will appoint the members, with therapal of the Legislature. The bill
outlines the terms of members, how to fill a vagaaod when the Governor may
remove a member.

The commission will select a chair, a vice-chaig a secretary from among its
members. The commission will meet as determingtiddgommission and will keep
a record of its proceedings. Members, other thai\tjutant General, will be paid a
per diem of $50 for each day engaged in the pedoam of their duties.

The commission will employ an executive directad amy employ a general counsel
and other staff as necessary. The commissioprejiare an annual report
summarizing the military assets of Nebraska an@tl@omic impact of those assets.
The report will also include recommendations faserving and sustaining military
assets and missions in Nebraska and what actionbertaken to encourage
expansion of such assets.

The bill was laid over on General File.

LB 410

(Karpisek) Change provisions relatig to recounts of elections

LB 410 allows any candidate who failed to be nort@daor elected to request a
manual recount at his or her expense. The recailifie conducted by the
county canvassing board. The requesting candidateprovide the filing officer
with a list of up to ten election precincts to beaunted first and may waive the
balance of the recount after these precincts haea becounted.

The cost of the recount will be determined for bibh county and the listed
precincts by the county election official. If trecount involves more than one
county, the county election official will certiffaé cost to the Secretary of State
who will notify the candidate of the determined toolseach county and for the
listed precincts.

Currently, recounts are conducted using the samweepdure as those used for
ballots on election day.
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LB 544 (Giese) Require the Secretary of Swto publish guidelines for election workers

LB 544 requires the Secretary of State to devetojpaiblish guidelines for election
workers, including the conduct of election workansElection Day. The guidelines
may also cover other conduct of election workegny into account variations
between counties with and without election comrorssis.

The bill failed to advance from General File.

LB 635 (Mello) Change reporting requirementgor political party committees under the
Nebraska Political Accountability and DisclosureAct

LB 635 makes several changes to the reporting nergents of political party
committees.

Specifically, the bill requires political party comttees to file the same campaign
statements as other committees. Currently, palliparty committees file a separate
campaign statement as outlined in section 49-1457.

A contribution received as a result of subscrigi@or political purposes to a political
party committee that is $50 or less will not beamonymous contribution. Under
current law, anonymous contributions cannot befedeor expended.

Finally, a political party committee which maketate independent expenditure will
report the expenditure in the same manner as apaémdlent committee which makes
a late independent expenditure.

The committee amendment makes harmonizing and itadralhanges to the bill
to provide that political parties will file the sansampaign statements as other
committees and will be required to report late petedent expenditures in the
same manner as independent committees.

The bill failed to advance from General File.

LB 638 (Lautenbaugh) Repeal the Campaign Fimee Limitation Act and change reporting
requirements under the Nebraska Political Accourdbility and Disclosure Act

LB 638 repeals the Campaign Finance Limitation Acd changes reporting
requirements under the Nebraska Political Accoulitteind Disclosure Act.

Reporting thresholds of contributions and expenelitiare lowered to $50. Current
threshold levels are $250 in most cases, but Sareghblds are $1000.

The bill also requires, beginning January 1, 2@, electronic filing of campaign
statements within five days after the receipt ofcantribution or making an
expenditure. Certain reports are required toled the next business day after receipt
of a contribution or making an expenditure. BegignJanuary 1, 2010, the reports
may be filed as described in current law or eleotadly.

The Accountability and Disclosure Commission isuresfl by January 1, 2012 to
make campaign statements available on its website before the next business day
after receipt by the commission. By January 102@%e commission will adopt rules
and regulations to establish the procedures fotreldc filing.

The bill was laid over on General File.

LB 674

(Nantkes) Authorize establishment ofrainternal auditing system by the
University of Nebraska

LB 674 applies in the event the Board of Regente@fJniversity of Nebraska
establishes an internal auditing system consisfilag audit committee, an auditor,
and other personnel.

The final audit reports issued will be maintainedpanently as a public record and a
copy of the audit reports will be provided to thedftor of Public Accounts.

The audit committee or auditor will have accesalltcecords of any University of
Nebraska-related unit, unless access to the reisgpashibited by federal or state law.

When an audit or investigative finding emanates)frmnpublic information pursuant
to federal or state law, such nonpublic informatsonot a public record.

Working papers and other audit files maintainethieyaudit committee or auditor are
not public records. The information containechiaworking papers and audit files
are not a public record except to a county attoaneéttorney General in connection
to an investigation, to the Legislative Performafadit Committee in the course of
their official duties, or to federal agencies thawe made grants to the University of
Nebraska. The audit committee may make the worbameprs available for purposes
of an external quality control review. Howevery agports made from such external
guality control review are not a public record.

If any member of the audit committee or the auditmwingly divulges confidential
information, the person will be subject to remawaimpeachment in addition to being
guilty of a Class Il misdemeanor.

The bill defines audit committee, auditor, and vimgkpapers.

The committee amendment makes several changes twitfinal bill.
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The first change clarifies that when an audit @estigative finding emanates
from public records, such public records will rempublic.

Also, the Auditor of Public Accounts in the courfehis or her official duties will
have access to working papers and other auditriegstained by the audit
committee or auditor.

Finally, the State Government Effectiveness Actngended to add the University
of Nebraska internal auditor to the definition official.” The effect of this
change is to allow state employees to report wromgglto the internal auditor
and receive the protections afforded under theeSkatvernment Effectiveness
Act.
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LB 17

BILL SUMMARIES : 2009BILLS HELD BY COMMITTEE IN 2010
(White) Provide for a tuition waiver for combat-injured veterans

LB 17 provides that the University of Nebraskatestalleges, and the community
colleges will waive all tuition on behalf of a vieta who is a) separated from military
service as a result of combat-related injuries) @elbbmanently and totally disabled as
a result of military service.

An application for a waiver will be submitted thgbua recognized veterans
organization or a county veterans service worker afthorough investigation to
determine the applicant’s eligibility. The apptioa is then transmitted to the
Director of Veterans’ Affairs.

The director will certify to the university or celies if the applicant is eligible for a
waiver. The decision of the director, absent fraudhisrepresentation, is final and
binding.

The waiver will be valid for one degree, diplomagertificate from a community
college and one baccalaureate degree. Receigtegfrae, diploma, or certificate
from a community college will precede the receffithe baccalaureate degree.

LB 33

(Fulton) Change county zoning provisionwvith respect to density of population

LB 33 allows every county in which a city of therpary class is located (i.e.
Lancaster) to regulate and restrict the densipoptilation, including the voluntary
transfer of noncontiguous residential density gfugation rights.

LB 66

(Rogert) Change limits on contributions andyifts under the Nebraska Political
Accountability and Disclosure Act

LB 66 increases the limits on contributions antsgihder the Nebraska Political
Accountability and Disclosure Act.

Specifically, the bill includes the following:

It excludes food and beverages, not to exceed iiM@ue during a calendar year,
from the definition of contribution. The currembaunt is $50.

Gifts of acknowledgment from committees are rafsaeh $50 to $100 to any one
individual.
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The prohibition of accepting a contribution or exgiéure of more than $50 in cash is
raised to $100. Contributions and expenditureaat than $100 in cash will be
made by written instrument containing the naméefdayor and payee.

Currently, persons are prohibited from acceptingqpending an anonymous
contribution with the exception of contributionse&/ed as the result of a fundraising
event, or from the sale of political merchandisdram fees, dues, or subscriptions
for political purposes to an independent committdader LB 66, amount of
contribution which is not considered anonymousisad from $50 to $100.

Finally, gifts from principals and lobbyists toioféls and employees in the legislative
and executive branches are raised from $50 to %itBh one calendar month.

LB 86

(Wallman) Change the Capitol Landscape &storation Master Plan

LB 86 provides that the implementation of the Gapiandscape Restoration Master
Plan may begin as soon as practicable during thieoteenovation, and at least 70%
of the landscaping design will be completed by detign of the Capitol Masonry
Restoration Project.

The Department of Administrative Services may @attfor the technical
specifications and fabrication of the courtyardifains. The Nebraska Capitol
Commission will consult the original design speseifion of the fountains during the
planning and construction phase.

LB 115

(Louden) Eliminate the Nebraska Vetenas Cemetery Advisory Board

LB 115 eliminates the Nebraska Veterans CemetewsAd; Board.

Portiong/Provisons of LB 115 were amended into LB 154 in 2009.

LB 125

(Avery) Provide for voter registrationon election day

LB 125 allows electors to register to vote and aoteelection day by completing a
registration application. The elector may regiated vote at either the election
commissioner or county clerk’s office or at hider polling place. If the election is
conducted by mail, the elector will register toevahd vote at the election
commissioner or county clerk’s office.

If the elector is registering in Nebraska for tingt time and has not previously voted
in the state, the elector is required to preseuti@nt, valid, photo identification or a
copy of a utility bill, bank statement, governmehéck, paycheck or other current
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government document that shows the name and addrbgselector as they appear
on the application.

The county clerk or election commissioner will, npletermining that credible
evidence exists that a person is eligible to regatd vote on election day, make the
appropriate entries in the voter registration tegi® create a voter registration record
for such person.

LB 126

(Avery) Require financial disclosuretatements from constitutional officers and
candidates

LB 126 requires candidates for and officers seram@overnor, Secretary of State,
Auditor of Public Accounts, State Treasurer or Atey General to file a financial
disclosure report at the time he or she files didaite filing form and on the first day
of each calendar quarter while he or she is ic@ffiA candidate for or officer serving
as Lieutenant Governor will file a financial disslwe report at the time he or she files
a written consent to run for the office and onfits day of each calendar quarter
while he or she is in office.

The financial disclosure report will include thd ame of the individual, the office
for which he or she is a candidate or which hénertwlds, the dollar amount of any
salary or wages received on a calendar year tiasii)ll name and address of each
person from whom the individual receives the satamyages, and an estimate of the
amount of time spent in a calendar year in retoirhfe salary or wages.

A civil fine is imposed if any person fails to fillee financial disclosure report with the
Nebraska Political Accountability and Disclosuren@oission.

LB 191

(Fulton) Provide for a waiver of a fine orpenalty for an information collection
requirement for small businesses

LB 191 prohibits a state agency or political sulsitn from imposing a fine or
penalty on a small business for an initial violatsd such agency’s or political
subdivision’s information collection requirementsass:

a. the failure to impose such fine or penalty woulerfere with the
investigation into criminal activity;

b. the violation infringes upon a provision of thesimtal Revenue Code or the
collection of any tax, debt, revenue, or receipt; o

c. the violation was not corrected within six montfisranritten notice.
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These provisions do not apply when the small basihas previously violated an
information collection requirement.

LB 295

(Campbell) Provide and change recordmrequirements for filings with the register
of deeds

LB 295 provides guidelines for documents filed wiith register of deeds.

With LB 295, margins, paper size, weight of papelor of ink, and font size are
specified. If an instrument does not meet theirements prior to January 1, 2012,
the register of deeds will charge an additionabfe®10. On or after January 1, 2012,
the register of deeds will refuse to record th&umsent. Certain instruments are
exempted from these requirements, such as insttarsigned before the effective
date of the act, instruments executed outsideedfthited States, and instruments
formatted to meet court requirements.

Also, the bill requires every instrument recordeddntain certain information such as
information of the person who prepared the instntitbe name and address of the
taxpayer, a return address, and the name of ttrarment.

LB 321

(Avery) Provide for state employees tparticipate in mentoring programs

LB 321 allows a state employee to request up totfours per month of mentoring
leave with full pay to participate in a qualifiecentoring program. The employee will
receive his or her regular hourly wage for the tspent mentoring.

The bill defines mentoring program, nonprofit meimty program, and qualified
mentoring program.

LB 324

(Nelson) Provide for designation of ¥img entrances and change restrictions
on electioneering

LB 324 requires the election commissioner or couldsk to designate one or more
primary voting entrances for each polling placetber building where voters cast
ballots.

The bill prohibits any person from electioneeringwm one hundred feet of any
primary voting entrance for any polling place oilding designated for voters to cast
ballots. The current prohibition is two hundreetfef any such polling place or
building.
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LB 337

(Friend) Change restrictions on adveising and promotional materials relating
to the Nebraska educational sangs plan trust

Currently, advertising or promotional materialatielg to the Nebraska educational
savings plan trust may include references to thégaffice but not the officeholder
by name.

LB 337 requires, beginning January 1, 2011, theth slvertising or promotional
materials will not refer to a state officeholderame between January 1 of the year
in which the Governor is elected and continuingulgh the day of the general
election.

LB 349

(Lautenbaugh) Change provisions relating tohe recall of elected officials

With LB 349, the reasons for which a recall maysbaght are limited to
malfeasance in office, misfeasance in office, nasémce in office, or conviction
of a crime involving an act of dishonesty or adatsatement. Malfeasance,
misfeasance and nonfeasance are defined in theCilirently, recall efforts do
not need to be based on a specific reason.

The principal circulator or circulators of the riéeaill submit to the filing clerk a
statement of sixty words or fewer alleging factsahhif true, establish the
grounds of malfeasance, misfeasance, nonfeasaidgcm or conviction of a
crime involving an act of dishonesty or a falsdesteent.

Under current law, the individual sought to be Hechis notified that an affidavit
has been filed by the principal circulator seekigyor her removal from office.
The individual is then given the opportunity teefiwithin 20 days, a defense
statement. With LB 349, the individual may decitstead of filing a defense
statement, to file suit in the district court tattenge the sufficiency of the
allegations in the statement filed by the princigedulator or circulators. The
court will presume the allegations are true andstroe them in the light most
favorable to the principal circulator or circulagorThe court will determine,
without hearing or cost, whether the allegationghanstatement establish the
existence of malfeasance, misfeasance, nonfeasantfece or conviction of a
crime involving an act of dishonesty or a falséesteent. The court will notify
the clerk and all parties within five days aftee tfecision.

If the allegations are found to be sufficient, théividual whose removal is

sought may submit a defense statement within 26 d#gr receiving the notice
of the decision. After receipt of the defenseestant or the expiration of the 20
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day period if no defense statement is submitteslfitimg clerk will issue the
petition papers to the principal circulator or alators.

If the allegations are found not to be sufficighg filling clerk will not issue
petition papers.

Finally, the bill requires the filing clerk to nbtithe Secretary of State when
initial petition papers are issued, when the repeatition is found to be sufficient
and an election will be held, and the results oélleclections. The Secretary of
State will compile all of these records.

LB 350

(Lautenbaugh) Change provisions relating toeal estate tracts and the designation
of industrial areas

LB 350 changes provisions relating to the designaif industrial tracts.

The bill changes the provisions regarding when aiapality may annex an

industrial tract. With LB 350, the threshold ofevha real estate tract will not be
subject to inclusion within any city of the firstgecond class or village is raised from
in excess of $286,000 in assessed taxable valuatiorexcess of $5 million.

In addition to other factors, the real estate tna&y be annexed by a municipality if it
is located in a county with a population in exa&sB),000 persons. Under current
law, the tract may be annexed if it is located aoanty with a population in excess of
100,000.

The bill provides that five years after the creatd an industrial area, a municipality
may file a notice with the owner of any designatetiistrial area tract that the
municipality will terminate the designation 10 y&after the date of the filing of such
notice. The bill outlines how the municipality pides notice.

Finally, the bill provides additional proceduresanta county board reviews any and
all real estate tracts contained in any industineh. Until September 4, 2019, any real
estate tract used for industry prior to August 1@#bnot be removed from the
industrial area designation against the wishelseobwner as long as it is used in
compliance with the defintion of industy.

LB 362

(Avery) Change requirements for candidateiling forms

LB 362 requires the candidate filing forms to camthe candidate’s name,
residence address, mailing address if differemhfresidence address, telephone
number, office sought, and party affiliation if ke a partisan office.

Portions/Provisions of LB 362 were amended into LB 501 in 2009.
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LB 363  (Avery) Prohibit certain expenditures by canpaign committees
LB 363 prohibits any committee from expending fufashe purchase or payment of
postage for an individual voter or prospective vaiethe purpose of requesting or
returning a ballot. The bill also prohibits anyrguittee from expending funds to
purchase transportation services for voters ompes/e voters to or from a polling
site.

LB 382 (Rogert) Provide for voter registration onelection day at the election office
LB 382 allows electors to register to vote and aoteelection day by completing a
registration application. The elector may regiatedt vote at the election
commissioner or county clerk’s office for his or pé&ace of residence. If the election
is conducted by mail, the elector will registevtile and vote at the election
commissioner or county clerk’s office.
If the elector is registering in Nebraska for tingt time and has not previously voted
in the state, the elector is required to preseuti@nt, valid, photo identification or a
copy of a utility bill, bank statement, governmeheck, paycheck or other current
government document that shows the name and addribgselector as they appear
on the application.
The county clerk or election commissioner will, ngtetermining that credible
evidence exists that a person is eligible to regand vote on election day, make the
appropriate entries in the voter registration tegi® create a voter registration record
for such person.

LB 465 (Christensen) Provide for videoconferencingnd telephone confeences for educational
service unit board meetings
LB 465 adds educational service units to the figublic entities which can hold its
public meetings by videoconferencing and telepluaméerence.
Portiong/Provisons of LB 465 were amended into LB 361 in 2009.

LB 486 (Karpisek) Require certain governmental ernities to identify themselves as such in their

official name

LB 486 states that the public has a vested interéstowing when the state is
engaging in an activity in competition with a pte@&nterprise for a special benefit or
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profit or is operating in a function not commongreeived by the public to be a state
function.

Therefore, the bill requires the state and lodatlaisions to include in their official
name the words political subdivision, governmetityeror other similar words that
identify it as a unit of government.

LB 509

(Pirsch) Redefine election period for the @mpaign Finance Limitation Act

LB 509 defines election period as the period begmdanuary 1 of the calendar year
following the year of the last general electiomvimch the office was on the ballot
through the end of the calendar year of the folhgwyiear.

The current definition of election period for ldgtsrs is the period beginning January
1 of the calendar year prior to the year of thetele in which the candidate is seeking
office through the end of the calendar year of ®lebtion. For other constitutional
officers, the period is similar, but it begins ayJl of the calendar year prior to the
election year.

The definition of election period is used in bdte Campaign Finance Limitation Act
and the Nebraska Political Accountability and Qisore Act.

LB 527

(Fulton) Require installation of automaticvehicle location system devices in state-
owned vehicles

Under LB 527, each state-owned motor vehicle, lmeginJanuary 1, 2011, will have
installed in it an automatic vehicle location sgstevice which records and accounts
for items such as the points between which thecleetraveled, the odometer
readings, and the time of arrival and departure.

All records created in the use of these vehiclegpped with the automatic vehicle
location system devices will be maintained on dipuieb site.

The bill defines automatic vehicle location systsvany global positioning satellite
receiver capable of being installed in a state-alwmhicle that allows for a
communication link between the receiver and a caenmperated tracking system.

LB 529

(Pahls) Transfer ownership of certain compigr equipment from the Secretary of State
to county clerks

LB 529 provides that the Secretary of State walhsfer to each county clerk the
ownership of the computer terminal software inaigdhe printer which is compatible
with the centralized computer system implementedi&semination of financing
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statements for certain types of collateral and tmeidquires and searches of
information in the centralized computer system.

The transfer will include all costs, fees, and isereharges associated with ownership
of the computer terminal hardware and printer.

LB 574

(Rogert) Change reporting requirements undethe Nebraska Political Accountability
and Disclosure Act

LB 574 eliminates a reporting requirement for gpoeation, labor organization, or
industry, trade or professional association ifakes a contribution or expenditure, or
provides personal services, with a value of maaa $250.

A reporting requirement is added under the bilf@orporation, labor organization,

or industry, trade or professional association twestablishes and administers a
separate segregated political fund and makes eitpersdor provides personal
services for the establishment or administratiosuch fund. The report will include:
the nature and value of the expenditure and the mdithe candidate, committee or
ballot question for which the expenditure was made;a description of the personal
services provided, the date of the services andahe of the candidate, committee or
ballot question for which the personal servicesavgeovided.

LB 575

(Rogert) Change initiative and referendum ptition provisions

Under LB 575, the Nebraska State Patrol will hasausive jurisdiction to investigate
a potential violation regarding a signer or cirtaiaf an initiative or referendum
petition. The investigation will be conducted aoperation with the Secretary of
State, the Attorney General and the Departmenabbt.

If the Attorney General determines there is prabablise to prosecute a violation
regarding the circulation of an initiative and refedum petition, the Secretary of State
will issue a cease and desist order suspendirgrthdation of the petition by the
person alleged to have committed the violation.

The Secretary of State or local election officidl mot accept any signature on a
petition gathered by a person who is subject tsaeand desist order. Any signature
on a petition which is circulated or submittedgmnature verification by a person
convicted of violating the cease and desist ordébe/rejected and not counted.

The bill also requires court suits relating toiative and referendum petitions to be
advanced on the court docket and heard within §€ aliéer the suit is filed. The
court will issue a decision within 15 days after thatter is submitted for decision.
Either party may appeal directly to the SupremerCou
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LB 639

(Karpisek) Change provisions relating to tephone conferencing for public meetings

Under current law, no more than one-half of thetmge in a calendar year held by
governing body of a risk management pool or itgsaty committees organized
under the Intergovernmental Risk Management Act lbedlyeld by telephone
conference call.

LB 639 provides that a governing body of a risk agggment pool and the advisory
committees of the governing body may haidre than half of their meetings by
telephone conference if the governing body’s gugineeetings are held in person.

Portiong/Provisons of LB 639 were amended into LB 361 in 2009.

LB 645

(Mello) Change provisions relating to publ contracts for services

LB 645 requires state agencies to complete a evstfib analysis before entering into
a proposed contract for services in excess of 80,0 he analysis would be a
comparison of using state employees to perfornsehgce versus the proposed
contract for service.

This provision applies if the job functions arerfggperformed or have been
performed by a state employee within 12 months idiately preceding the proposed
effective date of the contract, or the serviceseqaired for new programs that were
not in existence within the previous 12 monthscofy of the cost-benefit analysis
will be filed with the Legislative Fiscal Analysthe bill provides several exceptions
to the requirement that a state agency completatialysis.

The material division of the Department of Admirasive Services will develop
guidelines for state agencies to use in conduetitwst-benefit analysis, including:
the reason for purchasing the service insteading state employees; a review of the
long term cost savings; a justification for entgrimto the contract if it does not result
in cost savings; whether the public’s interestamihg the services performed by a
state agency outweighs entering into the contaact;an assistance plan for any
displaced state employees.

The Department of Administrative Services will adapd promulgate rules and
regulations to carry out these requirements.

The bill also outright repeals statutes relatingdotracts for personal services and the
current pre-process requirements.
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LB 662

(Janssen) Change provisions relating to nanation for certain offices

LB 662 clarifies how a candidate is nominated bljtisal party convention or
committee. Under the bill, candidates for electifiece may be nominated at a
political party convention when there is a vacaonyhe ballot for a partisan
office pursuant to section 32-627 or when an offict® be filled at a special
election pursuant to section 32-721.

If a candidate for a partisan office declines naation, the filing officer will

notify the persons whose names are attached tootménation if the candidate
was nominated by a political party conventionthd candidate was nominated by
the primary, the chair or secretary of the polltigarty will be notified. Ifitis a
county office and there is no organized countytjuali party, the filing officer

will notify the state political party committee.h& declination will create a
vacancy on the ballot.

The bill also allows a petition candidate to fils br her acceptance at the time
petitions are submitted.

LB 678

(Haar) Change provisions relating to minute of public meetings

LB 678 defines minutes in the Open Meetings Ach&an documentation of what
occurred at the meeting which may include docuntientan written form or an
electronic recording, including audio or video meliog of the meeting.
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LB 721

BILL SUMMARIES: 2010 BILLS ENACTED IN 2010

(Avery) Change qualification requirements ér the State Building Administrator

LB 721 changes the qualifications of the Stateddug Administrator. With the bill,

the Administrator is required to have a bacheldegree or higher degree from a
college or university or have at least five yeasgierience in property management or
building management. Additionally, the Administriais required to have at least four
years’ administrative experience in planning desigrconstruction of major
construction projects.

Currently, the Administrator is required to haveaahelor’s degree and four years’
administrative experience. This bill provides Ateministrator may have at least five
years’ experience in property or building managdrimestead of a college degree.

LB 722

(Avery) Change provisions relating to a st& bonding requirement, sale of state
property, and state-owned motor vehicles

LB 722 changes three provisions relating to theaiegent of Administrative
Services.

The first change allows the Risk Manager to deteertiie amount of the blanket
corporate surety bond or equivalent commerciararste for faithful performance
and honesty for all state employees not specificatjuired to give bond. Currently,
the state is limited to an amount not to exceecdhaitien dollars.

The second change allows a state owned buildingstdasignated for sale by the
Vacant Building and Excess Land Committee anddistethe National Register of
Historic Places to be sold to a not-for-profit coamity organization that intends to
use the building for the purposes for which it wasigned or intended. Under
current law, state buildings that are to be soldtrba sold, in order of priority, to a
state agency, other political subdivisions of tiages persons who will use the building
for middle-income or low-income rental housingdbteast 15 years, and referrals
from the Department of Economic Development. WBh722, the state building
division can follow the current process, or offez building to a not-for-profit
organization if the building is listed on the NatibRegistry of Historic Places.

The final change eliminates a reference to stdieles acquired through the federal
surplus property program. The federal governmastrepealed its rule to require that
the vehicle continue to be licensed with the fddgraernment for a certain period
after being purchased by a state. Since the fegterarnment has repealed its rule,
this provision in state law is no longer necessary.
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The committee amendment expands what type of propdrich may be sold by
the state to a not-for-profit organization if theperty is listed on the National
Register of Historic Places.

With the amendment, a building or land which isldiesz] excess or vacant and is
listed on the National Register of Historic Plaoesy be sold to a not-for-profit
community organization that intends to use thedaog) or land for the purposes
for which it was intended.

Under the current bill, only buildings on the Nai& Register of Historic Places
were allowed to be sold to a not-for-profit orgatian.

The bill was further amended on Select File toisldhat state property listed on
the National Register of Historic places that ikl4o a not-for-profit must be
maintained to keep its historic and cultural iniggr

LB 742

(McCoy) Provide requirements for settled @ims and settlement agreements
involving public entities and provide that such chims and agreements are public
records

LB 742 provides that a public entity which entets ior is otherwise a party to a
settlement regarding a claim or potential claim @ikecute a settlement agreement
concerning the claim and such settlement agreewiktbie a public record. The
settlement agreement will contain a brief desaniptf the claim.

Except for settlement agreements involving thestastate agency or state employee,
or pursuant to claims under the State Tort Claicts @&y settlement agreement
entered into by a public entity will be includedeasagenda item for the next public
meeting of the governing body.

The bill also provides that a confidentiality omnagsclosure clause or provision
contained in a settlement agreement entered ingodoyplic entity, or to which a
public entity is a party, is void as against pupliticy and unenforceable.

LB 742 defines several terms used in the bill. fi@entiality or nondisclosure clause
or provision means any covenant adopted by panisiesignates the settlement
agreement as confidential.

Governing body is defined as the village boardwaflage, the city council of a city,
the board of commissioners or supervisors of atgpand any elected or appointed
body holding the authority to determine the appadions of any other public entity.

Public entity means (i) the state, county, citifage or political subdivision, (ii) any
agency, branch, department, board or committedofla referred to in subdivision
(1); (i) any district, society, association, astitution in this state with authority to
levy a tax; and (iv) any instrumentality exercisesgentially a public function.
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Finally, settlement agreement is defined as a aciutal agreement between parties by
which each party agrees to a resolution of thenyidg dispute.

The committee amendment strikes the original promsof the bill and inserts
the following new language:

A public entity or a private insurance company oblz agency providing
coverage to a public entity, public official or pigbemployee will maintain a
public record of all settled claims. The recorddtaims settled in the amount of
$50,000 or more, or one percent of the total anhudget of the public entity,
whichever is less, will include a written settlerhagreement. The settlement
agreement will contain a brief description of theira, the amount of financial
compensation, and the party or parties released.

Any claim or settlement agreement involving a peiklntity will be a public
record but, to the extent permitted by other sésuspecific portions may be
withheld from the public.

A private insurance company or public agency priogjadoverage to a public
entity will provide a copy of the claim or settlem@greement to the public entity
to be maintained as a public record.

Except for settlement agreements involving theestaty settlement agreements
with an amount of $50,000 or more, or one percétitetotal annual budget of
the public entity, whichever is less, will be indkd as an agenda item at the next
meeting of the public agency or public entity.

Confidentiality or nondisclosure clauses contaiimed settlement agreement will
neither cause nor permit a settlement agreemesiaion or any other public
record to be withheld from the public. Nothingims bill requires a public
official or employee or any party to the settlemagteement to comment on the
agreement.

The amendment defines confidentiality or nondiasleslause, public body,
public entity, and settlement agreement.

The bill was amended on General File to clarifyt thaurance companies do not
need to maintain public records of all settledrokinvolving a public entity.

The insurance companies are required to providgpg of settled claims to the
public entity. The second change clarifies that kil does not apply to claims
made in connection with insured or self-insuredthaasurance contracts.

LB 768

(Stuthman) Provide for the termination of bwnship boards as prescribed
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LB 768 allows a county board of supervisors to teate a township board if the
township board has become inactive. When two oermavnship board positions are
vacant and the county board has been unable todgE positions for six or more
months, the township is considered inactive.

The county board will hold a public hearing onigseie of termination after giving
notice. If there have been no appointments téaivaship board within 30 days after
the public hearing, the county board may adopsaluéon to terminate the township
board on the following June 30.

Between the date of the public hearing and theitation of the township board, no
tax distributions will be made to the township.o$é funds will be held by the county
and disbursed only to pay obligations of the towmbbard. All claims against the
township board will be filed with the county clexikd heard by the county board.

When the township board is terminated, the counéydwill settle all unfinished
business and dispose of all property under owrgeddtthe township. Any remaining
township board members serving as of the dateroifriation will deposit all records,
papers and documents relating to the township aiflycthe amount of the
outstanding indebtedness. The county board wil éetax upon taxable property
within the township to pay such debts.

If more than 50% of the township boards in a coliatye been terminated, the county
board will file a resolution supporting the disaonaince of the township organization.

LB 791 (Pirsch) Provide for the electronic filing @ certain documents with the Secretary of State

LB 791 allows the Secretary of State to providdlierelectronic transmission and
filing of documents under the Business Corporafiot) the Limited Liability
Company Act, the Nebraska Limited Cooperative Asgion Act, the Nebraska
Nonprofit Corporation Act, the Nebraska Profesdi@@poration Act, the Nebraska
Uniform Limited Partnership Act, the Nonstock Co@iwe Marketing Act, the
Uniform Partnership Act of 1998, and the Tradeniegistration Act.

The bill also provides for the electronic transmaissand filing of documents under
any filing provisions for cooperative corporatioospperative farm land companies,
and trade names.

The Secretary of State will adopt and promulgatsrand regulations to implement
these provisions.

The committee amendment eliminates language iBtiseness Corporation Act
which prohibits the delivery of documents by elentc transmission.
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LB 852

(Avery) Provide for write-in space on offical ballots for certain offices

LB 852 allows for write-in space on the primarylbigior directors of natural
resources districts and directors of public povigridts. At the general election
ballot, the bill allows write-in space for directaf reclamation districts, members of
the board of educational service units, directbrsatural resources districts, directors
of public power districts and members of countydveistrict boards.

Currently, these offices are not allowed writepace on the ballot.

The bill was amended on Select File to add an tperdate of January 1, 2011.

LB 947

(Avery) Eliminate the Community DevelopmenBlock Grant Program Advisory
Committee

LB 947 eliminates the Community Development Blockai® Program Advisory
Committee. The duties of the committee are asdigméhe Economic Development
Commission.

LB 951

(Avery) Change provisions relating to earlyoting, multiple office-holding and
provisional ballots

LB 951 implements the requirements of the federétdvly and Overseas Voter
Empowerment (MOVE) Act.

The bill provides that members of the armed foroesyseas citizens and persons
residing outside the country may indicate a prefegdor ballots and other election
materials to be delivered via facsimile transmissinelectronic mail by indicating
such preference on the Federal Post Card Applicatidhe person indicates such a
preference, the county election official will acaodate the voter’'s preference.

Also, the Secretary of State will develop a prodesmembers of the armed forces,
persons living outside the country and overseaeni casting a ballot to check the
status of their ballot via the Internet or a told telephone call.

The bill streamlines and reorganizes the currentigions in law dealing with ballots
for members of the armed forces and overseasrstizé\s part of this process,
section 32-939.01 dealing with persons residingidetthe country is outright
repealed because its provisions are included &r gittions of the bill.

The bill was amended on Select File to includeipions of LB 716 and LB 850.

LB 716 adds community college area to the defimitbhigh elective office.
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Current law provides that no person serving in leiglative office shall
simultaneously serve in any other high electiveeeffTherefore, with these
provisions, members of the community college baduigbvernors will not be allowed
to serve in any other high elective office simudtaunsly.

Other high elective offices include: members ofléygslature, governor, lieutenant
governor, secretary of state, auditor of publioaats, state treasurer, attorney
general, public service commission, state boasdio€ation, University of Nebraska
board of regents, county, city, learning commuaitgchool district elective office.

There is also language clarifying that any persaidihg more than one high
elective office on the effective date of this adt be entitled to serve the
remainder of all terms for which he or she wastelkc

LB 850 requires the University of Nebraska, statkeges, and community colleges to
provide information on early voting prior to eathatswide primary and general
election. This information will be provided to eastudent enrolled in a degree or
certificate program and physically in attendandbeainstitution.

This requirement is in addition to the federal lahich requires universities and
colleges to make a good faith effort to distribedéer registration materials.

LB 970

(Campbell) Change provisions relating to gpeals from county planning commission
decisions

LB 970 provides that an appeal of a decision bythty planning commission
regarding a conditional use or special exceptidi@imade to the county board. An
appeal of a decision by a county board regardcanditional use or special exception
will be made to the district court.

Currently, a decision by the county planning consiors or county board is appealed
to the district court. This bill requires plannicgmmission decisions to be appealed
to the county board.

The committee amendment replaces the original@ectf the bill.

In any county in which is located a city of therpary class, an appeal of a
decision by the county planning commission regaydrconditional use or
special exception will be made to the county boakd.appeal of a decision by
the county board will be made to the district court

In every other county, the current process wilubed. The current process
provides that an appeal of a decision by the coplalgning commission or
county board shall be made to the district court.
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LB 978 (Mello) Provide requirements relating to eergy star certified appliances in the
state’s competitive bidding process

With LB 978, any appliance purchased or leaseth&yepartment of Administrative
Services under the competitive bidding processh&iknergy star certified. The
material administrator may exempt the purchaseasd of an energy star certified
appliance if he or she determines the cost of damg# would exceed the projected
energy cost savings.

Energy star certified is defined in the bill as@ppl of energy usage by the United
States Environmental Protection Agency and theddristates Department of Energy.
The approval may be signified by the display oféhergy star label.

LB 987 (Krist) Create the Lead-Based Paint HazardControl Program and provide duties for
the Department of Economic Development

Originally, LB 987 required the Department of Vates' Affairs to contract with the
University of Nebraska Medical Center Eppley loséitfor Research in Cancer and
Allied Diseases for a study validating diagnosdithinology for early detection of lung
cancer using an inexpensive, noninvasive test.

Six hundred fifty thousand dollars would be trarrsi@ from the Nebraska Health
Care Cash Fund to the Department of Veterans’ iftai contract for this study.

The committee amendment provided that the Epplsttine for Research in
Cancer and Allied Diseases could, in consultatigh e Department of
Veterans’ Affairs, include any postsecondary ingittn in Nebraska which has a
college of medicine in the conduct of the studjne Tommittee amendment was
not adopted.

On General File, an amendment was adopted whidaaegh the bill. The
amendment created the Lead-Based Paint HazardaCe&ntgram. The
Department of Economic Development will award angta a city of the
metropolitan class in the amount of two hundrediiamd dollars, contingent
upon formal notification by the United States Deépent of Housing and Urban
Development that it intends to award a grant tdayaaf the metropolitan class to
carry out the federal Residential Lead-Based Rda@ziard Reduction Act of 1992.

Portions/Provisions of LB 636 (Appropriations Committee) were amended into
LB 987.
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BILL SUMMARIES: 2010 BILLS ON GENERAL FILE IN 2010

LB 686 (Wightman) Change fees received by clerksd registers of deeds
LB 686 changes fees received by clerks and regjistefeeds.

The current fee for recording a deed, mortgagé, ddtree in a testate estate, or any
other instrument with the register of deeds, is tiollars per page. Under LB 686, the
fee will be increased to ten dollars for the fpage and six dollars for each additional
page. Section 33-112, which provides the cleregister of deeds to receive a fee
for entering instruments in the numerical recaautright repealed.

Additionally, the fees for filing and indexing atime of lien under the Uniform

Federal Lien Registration Act and the Uniform Stied® Lien Registration and
Enforcement Act are raised to two times the feaireq for recording documents

with the register of deeds. The fees in theseat®are split between the Secretary of
State and the designated county in the filing.

The act becomes operative on January 1, 2011.

The committee amendment provides that two dolladsfdty cents of the ten-
dollar fee for recording the first page and fifgnts of the six-dollar fee for
recording each additional page will be used exetlgifor preserving and
maintaining public records in the register of deseaffice. The fees will also be
used for modernization and technology needs okthesords.

The amendment also provides that these funds wiilba substituted for other
allocations of county general funds to the regisfeteeds.

The bill failed to advance from General File.

LB 716 (Avery) Change eligibility requirements formembers of a community college board of
governors

LB 716 adds community college area to the defimitbhigh elective office.

Current law provides that no person serving in leiglative office shall
simultaneously serve in any other high electiveeeffTherefore, under this bill,
members of the community college board of govemdfsot be allowed to serve in
any other high elective office simultaneously.

Other high elective offices include: members oflélygslature, governor, lieutenant
governor, secretary of state, auditor of publioaats, state treasurer, attorney
general, public service commission, state boasdio€ation, University of Nebraska
board of regents, county, city, learning commuaitgchool district elective office.
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The bill also eliminates language which provided tio person is eligible for
membership on a community college board of govemtio is an elected or
appointed member of any other board relating teaaitn.

The committee amendment clarifies that any persddirig more than one high
elective office on the effective date of this adt be entitled to serve the
remainder of all terms for which he or she wastelhc

Portions/Provisions of LB 716 were amended into LB 951.

LB 767 (Price) Change county ordinance provision® provide for notice to be given for
abandoned motor vehicles

LB 767 requires counties, when enacting ordinadeading with abandoned motor
vehicles, to include provisions requiring advanogae by the county to the last
registered owner of the vehicle, if any, and tolibkler of any lien against the vehicle
before vesting the title of the motor vehicle ie tounty or the sale of the vehicle.

The bill also contains an emergency clause.
The committee amendment replaces the original@ectf the bill.
The amendment clarifies that the current provisiodaw dealing with abandoned

motor vehicles will apply to any county having @gt of an abandoned motor
vehicle pursuant to a county abandoned motor veloicdinance.

LB 850 (Avery) Require public postsecondary educainal institutions to provide information
on early voting to students

LB 850 requires the University of Nebraska, statkeges, and community colleges to
provide information on early voting prior to eatatswide primary and general
election. This information will be provided to éastudent enrolled in a degree or
certificate program and physically in attendandéeinstitution.

This requirement is in addition to the federal lahich requires universities and
colleges to make a good faith effort to distribedéer registration materials.

Portions/Provisons of LB 850 were amended into LB 951.
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LB 948

BILL SUMMARIES: 2010 BILLS ON SELECT FILE IN 2010

(Avery) Change provisions relating to agencrequisitions and competitive bidding

LB 948 provides that the Department of Administ&tbervices, in determining the
lowest responsible bidder for purchases requiramgpetitive bids, will give
consideration to the life-cycle costs for all cksef equipment, evidence of expected
life and resale value, repair and maintenance,astisenergy consumption, including
fuel, on a per-year basis.

The bill also requires bidders to provide datatireeto life-cycle costs for heavy
equipment, including, but not limited to: motor dges, wheel loaders, paving
equipment, and backhoe loaders.

Currently, DAS will consider information on life-chg costing when it is furnished by
the bidder. With this bill, bidders will be reqeqrto provide information on life-cycle
costs for heavy equipment.

The committee amendment makes three changes twigheal bill.

The first change eliminates the phrase “but noitéchto” in the definition of
heavy equipment. With the change, it clarifiesdeénition of heavy equipment
to limit it to those items listed in the bill.

The second change requires the material divisimotsider the data relating to
life-cycle costing provided by the bidders on heaguipment to ensure a
responsible purchase is made by the state.

The final change removes “resale value” from teedr items to be given
consideration on life-cycle costs. Resale valuzeiag removed from
consideration because the state uses the staterapaobcess to sell used
equipment and this term is not needed.

A motion to unanimously bracket this bill until Adt4, 2010 was approved.
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BILL SUMMARIES: 2010 BILLS HELD BY COMMITTEE IN 20 10

LB 714 (Avery) Change requirements for disclaimer®n political material

LB 714 requires additional disclaimers for indepamccommittees making an
independent expenditure.

The first disclaimer requires the independent catemmaking an independent
expenditure to include the name of the commitegstirer. Also, if the independent
expenditure relates to a candidate, the disclaivilenclude language that the printed
matter or advertisement is not authorized by tinelidate or the candidate committee.

Currently, a person who pays for the productiobikifoards, posters or other printed
matter relating to a candidate or ballot quessarquired to have a disclaimer
containing the name and street address of therpelsthe person pays for a radio or
television advertisement relating to a candidateatiot question, a disclaimer with
the person’s name is required. The radio or tElavistation keeps the street address
of the person on file and discloses it upon request

LB 715 (Avery) Authorize projects in a specific pdion of the Nebraska State Capitol Environs
District

LB 715 amends the Nebraska State Capitol Envirastsi@ Act to provide that the
State of Nebraska is empowered to participateantifecation projects in the State
Capitol Environs District, including Centennial Mals an individual entity or with
the City of Lincoln and County of Lancaster.

Similarly, the bill also provides that the Citylohcoln and County of Lancaster may
participate singly, or with the State of Nebraskabeautification projects in the
Nebraska State Capitol Environs District, includgntennial Mall.

LB 718 (Avery) Change requirements for petitions ad petition signatures

LB 718 changes requirements for petition circukatdgdnder the bill, a petition
circulator will make available to each signer thgot of the petition as printed on the
petition before he or she signs. In order to enh@eirculator makes the object
statement available to each signer, the circulgitbread or show the printed portion
of the petition, which includes the object statetyieneach person before he or she
signs.

For recall petitions, the circulator will make dahle the printed portion of the
petition by reading or showing the printed itemgtanpetition to the signer before he
or she signs the petition. Items included on alreetition include: the name and
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office of the individual sought to be removed,; téason or reasons for which recall is
sought; the defense statement, if any, submittetdogfficials; and the name of the
principal circulator or circulators.

Current law requires petition circulators to “stateeach signer the object of the
petition, or the case of recall petitions, “stdte® printed items listed above.

LB 753

(Christensen) Change qualifications for th&uperintendent of Law Enforcement and
Public Safety

LB 753 provides that after January 1, 2011, theeSBatendent of Law Enforcement
and Public Safety shall have the following quadifions:

* A bachelor’s degree from an accredited collegenarausity;
* At least fifteen years of law enforcement experenc
» Atleast five years of management experience irdafercement; and

» A certificate of successful completion of commaffater training offered by
a nationally recognized program.

Currently, the Superintendent is required to haue years’ experience as a law
enforcement officer prior to his or her appointment

LB 794

(White) Change early voting provisions

LB 794 provides for electronic transmission of etecmaterials to voters residing
outside the country.

Upon request of a member of the armed forcesizawitesiding outside the country
or an overseas citizen, the election commissioneounty clerk will provide for the
electronic transmission of an early voting ballospecial ballot.

The bill also allows a member of the armed foraastizen residing outside the
country or an overseas citizen to register to aattmake application for ballots
through an electronic transmission.

Finally, the bill allows the information submittedthe Federal Write-In Absentee
ballot to be done by electronic transmission.

LB 815

(Haar) Change requirements for political sbdivision budget statements and financial
information on the state website
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LB 815 requires public entities covered under thddgt Act and public power
districts to include in their budgets a statemetiirgy out the amount of money
received as private donations, gifts, or granesatihount estimated to be received in
the current and ensuing fiscal years and the saaltoeation and expenditures of such
money which was received in increments of $1000are.

The bill also amends the Taxpayer TransparencyoAeiquire the State Treasurer to
publish on the state website the amount of mormived by state agencies as private
donations, gifts or grants and the source, allosatind expenditure of such money
which as received in increments of $1000 or more.

The effect of this bill will be to require both &agencies and local political
subdivisions to provide information on the souneeg amount of private funds they
receive.

LB 875

(Giese) Provide for voter registration onlie Secretary of State’s website

LB 875 requires the Secretary of State to developlasite to allow for electronic
voter registration and updating of voter registratiecords. An applicant who has a
valid Nebraska motor vehicle operator’s licensstate identification card may use
the website to register to vote or update votastiedion materials.

The Secretary of State will obtain a copy of thgliapnt’s digital signature from the
Department of Motor Vehicle’s records for purposegoter registration.

In addition to the information required on the eutrvoter registration application,
additional informational statements will be reqdivehen registering on line,
including: an affirmation that the electronic apglion is true; the applicant agreeing
to the use or his or her digital signature fromDiepartment of Motor Vehicle’s
records; that if the applicant is registering fe first time and has not previously
voted in the state, additional photo identificatiay be needed; that the applications
must be submitted electronically on or before ltivel tFriday before the election; and
the county election official will send an acknowgetkent of registration to the
applicant.

The bill also amends the motor vehicle operat@shbkes provisions to prohibit any
official or employee in the Secretary of Statefceffrom releasing a digital signature
except in specific circumstances

LB 1003

(Giese) Provide for provisional ballots fochange of residence in Nebraska

LB 1003 provides that if a voter has moved from @sdence to another within the
state, the voter will be entitled to vote provisitjm Currently, voters who move
within the county in which they are registered to vote are alloveedote
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provisionally. This bill allows someone who mow&sn one county to a different
county to vote provisionally in their new countyresidence.
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BILL SUMMARIES: 2010 BILLS INDEFINITELY POSTPONED IN 2010

LB 737 (Karpisek) Provide an exemption from the Site Personnel System

LB 737 exempts from the State Personnel Systemithetors of nursing employed
by the Department of Correctional Services andiggartment of Health and Human
Services.

LB 777 (McCoy) Change provisions relating to presiential electors

LB 777 eliminates the current presidential elesy@tem in Nebraska in which one
presidential elector is chosen from each congnesbbstrict and two presidential
electors are chosen at large. With LB 777, eaesigiential elector will cast his or her
ballot for the presidential candidate who recetheshighest number of votes in the
state.

In other words, the presidential candidate whoiveseahe highest number of votes in
the state will receive all five electoral votes.

LB 826 (Pahls) Adopt the County Consolidation Act

LB 826 creates the County Consolidation Act. Titernt of the Act is to consolidate
the services and functions of county governmeangWith reducing the number of
county employees and elected officials.

The Legislature’s Planning Committee will develgpan to reduce the number of
counties in Nebraska to approximately 30 by 2018.

The Planning Committee will work with the Governm@&ommittee to develop
legislation for introduction to accomplish the mitef this Act.

LB 839 (Lautenbaugh) Eliminate a period of invalidty of rules and regulations as prescribed

Under LB 839, the Administrative Procedures Aerigended to eliminate the
provision that no rule or regulation of any agesiagll be valid against any person
until five days after such rule or regulation isdiwith the Secretary of State.

LB 980 (Wallman) Change personal services contracequirements and provide restrictions on
privatization contracts

44



LB 980 forbids the Director of Administrative Sexes from approving a privatization
contract unless all of the following requirements met:

1. The state agency provides written notice to thiecile-bargaining agent of the
intent to seek to enter into a privatization carttthirty-five days before the
bidding process;

2. The proposed contact is projected to result in-allerost savings to the state of at
least 10% above the cost of having a state emplagede the service; and

3. When comparing the cost of having the service gexby a state employee
versus the cost of a contractor, the expected sbhetdd be compared over the life
of the contract.

The bill defines privatization contract as a catttfar personal services by a person other
than a state employee who provides human lab&0s0@0 or more annually. Also, the
contract must result in a reduction in force déast one permanent state employee.

LB 1009

(Janssen) Change provisions relating to¢hdate for fixing salaries of certain county
officers

LB 1009 provides that the salaries for all elecifiders of the county will be fixed by
the county board on or before Januar} aBthe year in which a general election will
be held for these offices. Currently, the boatddithe salaries prior to January’15

LB 1015

(Haar) Adopt the Interstate Compact on theAgreement Among the States to Elect the
President by National Popular Vote

LB 1015 creates the Interstate Compact on the AggaeAmong the States to Elect
the President by National Popular Vote. The comnpdidoecome effective when
states cumulatively possessing a majority of taetetal votes have enacted this
compact.

The chief election official of each member stati dasignate the presidential slate
with the largest national popular vote total astatonal popular vote winner. The
presidential elector certifying official of each mieer state will certify the
appointment in that official’s own state of theotte slate nominated in that state in
association with the national popular vote winner.

Each state which has adopted the compact will raaetermination of the number of
popular votes cast in the state and communicatel¢termination to each other
member state.
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The compact outlines the procedure in the eveatiefand gives the presidential
national popular vote winner the power to nomitiagepresidential electors in some
circumstances.

LB 1035

(Cook) Provide powers for counties, citieand villages to control and abate public
nuisances

LB 1035 gives counties and municipalities the paweteclare as a public health
nuisance any condition that interferes with thdthea safety of the community by

the spreading of infectious diseases. Countiesramgcipalities may direct the owner
or user of the property upon which the nuisancsteio abate the nuisance. If the
owner or user refuses, the county or municipaliy take steps to abate the nuisance
and put a lien upon the property for the expensdriad.

The bill defines several things which constitupiblic health nuisance, including:
pools of water, animal carcasses, an accumulatioraoure or trash, a broken sewer
line, animals in unsanitary conditions, buildingsréged by fire, solid or industrial
waste, dense smoke, blowing trash, damaged tesesjs or grass, junkyards and
water wells.

LB 1039

(Fulton) Adopt the Fire Extinguisher Certfication Act
LB 1039 adopts the Fire Extinguishing Certificaticet.

Under the bill, it will be unlawful for a personéngage in the servicing of a portable
fire extinguisher or a pre-engineered fire-extisbing system in any type of
occupancy regulated by the State Fire Marshal withoor certification.

Application for certification for such servicing lWbe made to the State Fire Marshal.
Each applicant will submit proof of manufacturertibeation or other recognized
certification and proof of general liability insae. The State Fire Marshal may
require a fee of up to $100 for the certification.

The State Fire Marshal may refuse to renew, regokeispend certification for
negligence or for material misrepresentation byagbicant.

Portable fire extinguishers and pre-engineereekfitaguishing systems will be
serviced following the requirements of the Natidfie¢ Protection Association codes.
An approved tag will be affixed following each iesgion.

A copy of the most recent report on a portabledktnguisher or a pre-engineered
fire-extinguisher system will be provided to that8tFire Marshal.
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The bill defines: acceptable test, portable fxtnguisher, portable fire extinguisher
servicing, pre-engineered fire-extinguishing systena pre-engineered fire-
extinguishing system servicing.

LB 1059

(Avery) Provide for digital and electronicsignatures on initiative and referendum
petitions

LB 1059 requires the Secretary of State to desgystm to allow electors to use
digital or electronic signatures to sign initiasvend referendum petitions via the
Internet. The sponsors of the petition may desidether to use the Internet.

The petition form used via the Internet will compligh current sections regarding the
form of initiative and referendum petitions. Theui# be no circulators for petitions
via the Internet.

The elector will be able to view the petition, affis or her digital or electronic
signature, complete the required information, a&barn the petition electronically to
the Secretary of State. The Secretary of Statgravide a method of determining
the validity of signatures affixed digitally or eteonically.

For purposes of preventing fraud, deception andemiissentation, every petition will
have upon it a statement warning petition signg@oténtial criminal charges for
violations of various provisions.

The Secretary of State may adopt and promulgate anld regulations necessary to
implement these provisions.

The committee amendment provides that the terrmeoftate Treasurer elected at
the general election at which this constitutiomabadment passes will end on
January 8, 2015. The intent of this change altw the State Treasurer to
complete his or her full term before the officamlished.

(Howard) Urge the United States in its refdons with the Turkish government to
encourage the Turkish government to take certain dons

With LR 273, the Legislature urges the United Statets relations with the Turkish
government to encourage the Turkish governmeniiptrold and safeguard religious
and human rights without compromise; cease itsigisaation of the Ecumenical
Patriarchate; grant the Ecumenical Patriarch apjatepnternational recognition,
ecclesiastical succession, and the right to tlangyg to all nationalities; and respect
the property rights and human rights of the Ecunaiatriarchate.

LR 538

(Pirsch) Provide the Legislature remains aomitted to seeking a federal balanced
budget

LR 538 provides that the Legislature remain conaditb seeking a federal balanced
budget.

In 1976, the Legislature passed a resolution pmgds Congress that procedures be
instituted to add a new article to the U.S. Comstih that the total of all federal
appropriations made by Congress not exceed tHefatth estimated federal revenue
for that fiscal year. Alternatively, the resolutiproposed that Congress call for a
constitutional convention for the purpose of prapgps: balanced budget amendment.

LR 539

(Fulton) Encourage the Congress of the Uritl States to adhere to the principles of
federalism in accord with the Ninth and Tenth Amenanents to the United States
Constitution

With LR 539, the Legislature encourages the Cosgréthe United States to adhere
to the principles of federalism in accord with Miath and Tenth Amendments to the
United States.
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LR 292

(Fulton) Memorialize the United States Congss to adhere to the principles of

With LR 292, the Legislature memorializes the Cesgrof the United States to
adhere to the principles of federalism in accorth fie Ninth and Tenth Amendments
to the United States.

LR 300CA (Nelson) Constitutional amendment to chage signature requirements for initiative

petitions

LR 300CA provides that initiatives to enact lawd & signed by three percent (3%)
of the registered voters and will be distributechtdude three percent (3%) of the
registered voters of each of two-fifths of the dgwof the state. For an initiative to
change the Constitution, the petition will be sdjbg five percent (5%) of the
registered voters and such voters will be distetub include five percent (5%) of the
registered voters of each of two-fifths of the das

The committee amendment strikes the original sestamd replaces them with
the following new language:

For initiative petitions enacting a law, the peititiwill be signed by four percent
(4%) of the registered voters of the state. Culyethese initiative petitions
require signatures by seven percent (7%) of thistexgd voters.

The committee amendment was not adopted and tbkuties failed to advanced
from General File.

LR 301CA (Price) Constitutional amendment to chang initiative and referendum petition

signature requirements

LR 301CA provides that the number of signaturesired on initiative and
referendum measures will be calculated as of Jarduaithe calendar year in which
the petition signatures are filed.

The resolution also eliminates language that tinetyaun of signatures required for
initiative or referendum petitions be based onvibtes cast for Governor.

With the committee amendment, the number of sigeattequired on initiative
and referendum petitions will be calculated asapiuary 1 of the calendar year
following the general election next preceding tiea&yal election at which the
measure would be on the ballot.

LR 278CA (Nordquist) Constitutional amendment to &t certain salaries in the Constitution

LR 278CA adds a new section to the Nebraska Cotigfitthat sets the salaries for
certain constitutional officers as follows: foet@overnor, $85,000 per year; for the
Lieutenant Governor, $65,000 a year; for the Saxretf State, $65,000 per year; for
the Auditor of Public Accounts and the State Trezrs$60,000 per year; and for

Attorney General, $75,000 per year.

LR 279CA (Avery) Constitutional amendment to chang the number of signatures required on
initiative petitions

LR 279CA changes the signature requirements ftatine petitions.

The number of signatures required for the enactofemtaw is decreased from seven
to four percent of the registered voters of theestihe number of signatures required
to amend the Constitution is increased from tdifté@n percent of registered voters

of the state.
